Sudi 
treatm ent is easier, less expensive, 
and more efficacious when started 
during pregnancy,” 
A nationwide program of ‘‘p e r - , 


sonality development” during the 
pre-natal period and early child­ 
hood w’as envisioned by Dr. Flies. 
“The step-up is already here,” she 
remarked. “The practical way Ls to 
institute preventive m ental hygiene 
by adding a psychiatrist and psy- 
chiatrically trained case-w’orker to 
pre-natal clinics, obstetric service, 
well baby, and pre-school clinics.” 
Even the father would come un ­ 
der the scrutiny of the worker be­ 
fore the baby ls born in order to 
determine how to adapt the child 
to his personality, said Dr. Fries. 
Her cases, she said, have shown 
three types of children—over-active,

WASHINGTON, July 9,—T reas­ 
ury tax experts have informed the 
Senate-House 
Tax 
Investigating 
committee that they expect to sub­ 
mit anti-loophole legislation which 
will increase tax revenues $100.000,- 
000 a year. 
The estimate was based upon the 
alleged use of legal loopholes by 
wealthy taxpayers as disclosed at 
the 
com m ittee’s 
public 
hearings, 
during which names of some of the 
largest taxpayers of the country 
were made public. 
The proposed anti-loophole legis­ 
lation—changing 
present 
law—is 
designed to prevent lowering of su r­ 
taxes by use of personal holding 
companies and multiple trusts, and 
to increase the tax which foreigners 
must pay upon the earnings from 
their enormous 
American 
invest- 
I ments. 
“The exact am ount th a t may be 
saved by legislation is uncertain," 
said Chairm an Dough ton.

cent of the total votes 
the latter 
50 per cent of what remained. 
Selections Scored. 
In other words, the fans didn't 
have the game a t all, so the judge, 
deciding that nobody can lose what 
he hasn't got. gave it to the rival 
managers, the Messrs. McCarthy and 
Terry, to the latter's everlasting re­ 
gret. 
He was criticized for his se­ 
lection of the team before the game; 
he was ridiculed in the newspapers 
afterward. 
Briefly, he “was on the spot", as 
one National leaguer put it today, 
and it is because they don't want 
this to happen 
again 
th a t quite 
some few baseball men are all too 
willing today to let the fans do the 
picking. 
In fact, they’d even go 
further and let the fans pick the 
rival managers, too. 
Voting Contest. 
There are only two tilings against 
this—and the other is Judge Landis, 
so perhaps the first one won’t count. 
Anyhow, it calls for the lining up of 
a newspaper in each m ajor league 
city to conduct voting contests, with 
prizes going to those whose selec­ 
tions more nearly parallel the ulti­ 
m ate 46 players named.
